REMARKS 

On September 29 5 2008, the undersigned submitted a number of one-page Revocation/New 
Power of Attorney and Change of Correspondence Address documents all executed by an authorized 
signatory for the Assignee of each case. Each document included a statement that the request was 
being signed by an officer empowered to execute documents on behalf of the Assignee and identified 
the Reel and Frame where the assignment for each case was recorded.

37 C.F.R. 83.73 Establishing rieht of assignee to take action 

37 C.F.R. §3. 73(b) states in pertinent part: 

"(b)(1) In order to request or take action in a patent . . . matter, 
the assignee must establish its ownership of the patent ... to the 
satisfaction of the Director.
